SUMMARY OoF CHURCH NEWS.
e ————
BPISCOPAL.

—Bt. Peter’s Church, Baltimore, was opened
for divine gervice on Sunday, the 9th iost., the
Rev. Dr. Tyng preaching both morulngﬂumi
pnight. Thie is one of the largest and finest
Episcopal churches in the country.

—The report of the Evaugelical Kuowledgze
Saciety, New York, shows that the soclety re-
ceived fast year £45,022 and expended $44487,
published sixteen new books, and has pro-
perl’r valued at $82,247,

—The Protestant Chureh-nan says that thera
is a Home for Aged Feaunles now supported by
the Church of the Holy Communion in New
York, haviug at proseut fourteen inmates, Each
has a private apartment, containlug a neat bed,
a little chest, drawers, etc. Every effort is
made to remove the appearanee and discipline
oi an lnstitation, and 1o establish in its stead the
freedow and familisrity of o family, They are
subject to but two rules; visitora must leave at
8 o'clock In the evening, and the inmates must
give notice wheu they intend to be abseat all
night. The Home wus established a year ago,
and s supported by the congregation of the
chaurch.

—The anniversarieé »f the Evangelical orjLow
Church party of the Protestant Eplscopal Charch
were held in New York, on October 18, 18, and
20. Among those who attendad them wgre
Bishop Johns, of Virginia; Bishop Euulburu*:f
Matsachusetts; Bishop Stevens, of Pennsylvanla;
Bishop Cumming, of Kentucky; Dr. Scheack, of
Brooklyn; Dr. Peterkin, of Richmond; Dra,
Dyer and Eccleston, of New York; the Rev.
Mesere. Stephen H. Tyog, 8r. and Jr.; the Hev,
Mr. Hoare, of Tunbridge Wells, Englaud, and
Judge Conyngham, of Peansylvania,

A vigorous oppoeition to High Chorchlsm
was manifested throughout. The *Evangelical
Kuowledge Boclety” reported recelpts, §15,622;
expenditures, $43,487; property, £82.242. The
American Chureh Missionary Soclety, which
held its anniversary on October 19, reported its

recelpts at $04,504; the expendiiures exceeded |

this amouunt, leaving the society somewhat in
debt. The Hon. John N. Conyngham, of Penn-
gylvania, is the Precident for next year.

—The fourth anniversary of the Evangelical
Education Soclety of the I'rotestant Eoiscopal
Church was recently held. Bishop Lee, of
Delaware, presided, in the absence of Jay Cooke
The Rev. R. C. Matlack, the Becretary of the
association, rond the annual report of the Ex-
ecutive Board, according to which the receipts
amountto #458,287°71; expendltures to 844, 515 46;
fund oo haud to #3742 25. The general expanses
for the year bave been met by Juy Coolke,
Biewart Brown, Thomas H. Powers, and A. J.
Drexel; so that the sums coniributed by others
aud collected In the churches have gone directly
to the students. 'The nuninber on the list is re-
duced to seventy. The students enjoying the
beueficiary aid of Lhe assoclation are required
to answer certaln written questions relative o
the cardinal dootrines of evangelieal religloa,
guch as the Bible, the sole rule of faith as op-
posed to the dogima; the Hible and tradition the
joiut rule of falth; justitication by faith as op-
posed to justifiestion by sacraments; aod the
exclusive priesthood of Christ as opposad toa
huwman priesthood. Mr. Juy Cooke was elected
President for the next year.

PRESBYTERIAN,

— Another union of Presbyterian churches

seems to be approaching, A conlerence was

held in the latter part of the month of Septewm-
ber, in Bt. Paul's Church, Montreal, Canada, In

which delegates appeared from the Synod of the |

Church of Beotland in Ontarlo and Quebec,
from the Bynod of the same Churcti lu Nova
Beotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island,
and Newfoundland; from the General Assembly
of the Canada Presbyterian Church, snd the
Synod of the Presbyterian Church of the Lower

vinees. The committees from these varlous
churches first conferred separately, and each
came Lo the conclusion that there was oo ob-
stacle to union in principle, that union is expe-
dient, and that it Is practicable. Afterward, the
committees met in joint session, and the discus-
slong were cordlal and exceediogly plessani.
The end reached by the commlttes is coutained
ina which recommends unlon, the coo-
solldated Church to be known under the nann
of the “Pmbg:riun Church of British North
America.” A basls of uolon was adopted, the
two most important articles of which are the
following: — .

“1, That the Holy SBeriptares of the O!d aand
Neow Testaments, being the Infallible word of
God, are the supreme standard of faith and
manne

".

"3, Thatthe Westminster Confession of Falth
shall be the subordinate standard of this Church,
it being understood—1st. That full liberty of
:rl.llnn in regard to the power and duty of the

vil magisirate in matiers of religion, as set
forth In eaid Confession, be allowed; aad 21,
That the use of the Bhorter Catechismm be en-
jolued s ne antboritative expost! sgoof Jo '
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On the other hand, it is reported that the
Synod of Missouri (Declaration and Testimony),
at thelr recent meeting, resolved to take no steps
looking toward organic connection with any
General Assembly, or any ecclesiastical body
whatever,

—The Assoviate Reformed Presbytery of Ken-
tueky has been formally recelved Into erganic
union with the Synod ol Kentucky, on the basis
adopted by this body a year ngo.

—The recelpte of the Board of Forelgn Mis.
gion= of the Southiern Church during the last
nive months were 84000 less than they were
during the corresponding months of lnst year!
They are In urgent need of several thoussnd
dollare to meet the elaime of the missions.

~The Rev. Dr. David Willa has enterad upon
hie duties as Prosident of Oglethorpe Uollege
at Atlanta, Georgia.

—The Rev. Dr. J. A, Lyon has removed from
Columbus to Oxford, Mississippl, to take chargs
of his Professor’s chair in the University ol Mis-
siseippl.

-“l'l]w Aunxvasee churech, Missouri, has bnilt
a new and larger church. Lately a proteacted
meeting has been held, sod Lwenly-throe were
added 1o the charch ou profession of faith.

—At a recent stated meoting of the Preshy-
tery of Philadelphin, North, the Rev. €. Col-
| Ting, Jr., pregented his eredentints of dismission
| from the [I{rfonm-d Duteh Chureh, and was cor-
dlally received as & member of the Presbytery,
and his name ordered to be enrolled. Mr U, is
well known among the Preshyterian body; of
late years laboring in the vicinity of Norris-
town, Pa.

—The Bynod of New York metat Newburg
on the 15th ingt.

CONCERNING SBHOES,

TV ¢ diverse significance of shoes among dif-
fu nntlons and in different ages aptiy 1y pifies
1 sallent characteristles, n‘f\'nrlr.a story of
| arie enmity 12 told In the custom ol the

cvot Egy ptians of palntivg on the linen liuiag
covering the sole of o siwe the figure of a cop-
uve to indicate the pride of the vietor o the
abasement of his foe, and the crnshlog welzht
of the remorseless power that doomed the pri-
roner to a life of the most gniling servitude !
This 18 the story which

modern erl.icism
tells n2 ot the Kingly race that bollt the
Pyramids on huowan misery and degradas~
tion, The visitor 1o the great

mwusenm at Berlin can se¢ one of these Egyptian
shows, and look urmn the pleture of the eaptive,
which, after the lapse of four thousand years,

tells Ite pathetle story better than historian or
povellst, ‘The writer of thi® ardicle, when he
eaw that cmblem of oppression, thanked God
that po such history could be read in the elam-
giest shoe that has pressed American soll sinee
the abolivion of slavery. Indecd, the shog or
sandal, amoug many suclent nations, was afteq
used ns the symbol of servitude. It was the
wark of a servile condition amvmg the Jews to
bear or unloose the sanduis of another, as is lin-
plied in the well-known words of John the Bap-
tiet: and the pazsage In Pealme, “Over Edom will
I cast ny ehoe,” siguifies the subjection of that
country,

It is pleasant to remember thaf the shog some-
times had a bigher significanee, and that to take
It off in public was an expression of that gricf
which forms a bond of union among the whole
brotherbood of man.  Religions feeliog was
also manifested in this wav, not only ny the
Hebrew, but by the Egyptiun and the Mohamn-
medan, who on enterlng their places of worship
reverentlaliv remove these coverings for the
feet. 1los rvaage existed to some extent among
the Rownns, a8 appears from {llustrations of
their worship of Isis and Cybelo. In Greece and
lome shoes wore taken off before reclining at
menls, And in our motherland. as well as in
gotne parts of this country, the old shoe 13 still
thrown for luck behind the bridal pair.

Among the Greeks and Romans the resources
of luxury and taste were luvisbed on the shoe.
The saudal, which was at first a pilece of leather
protecting the sole of the foot, to which it was
gecured by thongs, however adapted Lo the hard
roads and stony deserts of the East, was unfitted
for the ure of persons who traversed swamps
nod thorny thickets, While the juhabitants of
the Oriental provinces of the Empire still re-
tained the eandal, which was suited to their re-
quirements, the Romauns graduoally adopted a
more complete and comfortable protection for
the foot. The Athenian ladies and wen of
rank had previously worn shoes and-slippers of
elegant design and workmanship, aad even in
Bparta, where shoes were condemned as effomi-
nate Juxuries for uge at home, they were largely
manufactured to supply demand abroad. [he
buekin, or cothurnus, with which the tragic actor
trod the Attic stege, was high-laced. Aund,
although pride or love of singalarity induced
Cato and a few other philosophers to discard
the shoe and walk barefool, yet some sages
were sensible enough to keep their feet free
from dirt and danger. The ladiea, like their
fuir slsters of to-day, not content with the pro-
dnets of home manufacture, ofien wore shoes
which were imported from neighboring coun-
tries, and Sicyonian slipper was as favorite an
ornument with the maid of Athens as the Paris
boot with the New York belle. Nor were the
mysteries of high heels less familiar to the
clussic dames who walked by the Parthenon than
to those gay votaries of pleasure who sauntered
along the boulevard, where the beautitul church
of tne Madelelne recalls its Atwtie prototype.
Short women then, as now, wore high heels and
thick eoles.

But it was reserved for the Romans under the
empire toreach the helgh: of lnxurions extrava-
gnree In the ornameutation of coverings for
the feet. Juvenal, in allusion to the skill and
labor roquired from the ecobbler, advised bim
not to go beyoud his lass, and this expression of
the eatirist has passed into a proverb, But
shoes among the Romans, whether adorped
with patriclan erescents, or gold and silver
plate, or wade of coarser materials,
were not  in universal use. A larze
class waus not permitted to wear them. These
were the slaves, called eretali, from their dusty
feetl. Aud, oamong the causes whieh
overthrew the empire, elavery, with its con-
comitaut evils, was the chief. In valn was
luxury lavished on the patrician buskin. The
gplendid but unwieldly fabrie of Rowman great-
pess was destroyed by the shoeless slave. The
northern hordes ouly completed the destruction
which was begun at home. The sandalled
Bybarites, whoge effemiuaey tarnished the old
Roman reputation for warlike vigor, were no
mateh for the booted barbarians, who, mounted
on their fleet and sturdy hor-es, ruzhed in upon
the fulling empire. It was the vessel of porce-
lain meeting the vessel of fron.

When the Komapg occupled Britain, they
found some of the inhabitants wearing shoes
and sandles, while many were destitute of both,
Struit tells us that these naked savages were too
proud of the grotesque figares painted on their
sking to couceal them behind clothing. and they
thought shoes would lessen their speed. The
love of display, common alike to the barbarian
aud the civilized man, differs in the mode of it
manifestation. The shoelesg savage may be as
vain as the exqulsite whose boots make hlin a
martyr to fashion apd the chiropedist. This
fuct suggests the exiatence of other defects
which civilizetion softens bnt does not eradi-
cate, and which led Herbert Speneer to say that
| many of bis well-dressed brethren were litle
‘ better than barbarines in broadeloth It
|

is sometimes thought that the delieae
foot  which  requires a Bmall, well-
fltting boot to exhibit s gracefnl
proportions, Is the mark of a geuntleman. The
practised observer, however, looks above the
pedal coverings for the clew to character. He
| may, indeed, detect mental weakoness in the
| style of n slipper, and & vitisted taste in the
form of a shoe, and his general estlmate based
ou these particular jodications will often be
surprisivgly correct. But other elemenis are
nenally necessary for the determionation of the
question. Men of vigorous intellect are some-
thes vietims to the caprices of a wayward
favey, Byron i8 noi the only example of this
worbid sensitiveness. Io hils case, personal de-
formity, intensifying the evils of u bad educa-
tion, made hun strapgely sensitive about the ap-
pearance of hls fwet. The same characiaristic
ptculinricy overweening el cConsclonsuess,
aud an exaggerated estimate of externals -was
manifested by o man of a differect stamp, b -
tween whom and Byron, however, there were
slngular resemblances.  lgnatiudg Loyola, the
i founder of the Bociety of Jesuits —that knolght-
arrant of bigotry—hbaving been wouoded in
battie, bad oue of the boves of his leg cot off
to preserve the shape of his boot, thus incarriog
great sulfering and danger 10 gravtfy a valn
caprice, This wans the maa who at a later day
gave up all worldly enjovmbuts in his devodlon
to bis narrow views of duty, The soldier und
courtier were merged Lo the religlous zealot, In
Lis care, however, as in 8o muny others, the
espential character of the wan remained up-
changed, despite the different tarn which cle-
cumstanees guve Lo bis ontward experience.
Tohe funatic wae the same whether ho stood in
the boots of the saldier or the shous of the saint.
In modern tlmes fushlon has plaved strange
frenks with shogs, The Normasus adopied
Baxon modes, bot'went far beyoud 2 exirava-
gance, Mookish zealois vaioly lannched their
| suntbhemas ogainst wearers of e loug-1oed
Loot, which assamed the most  fantastie
| shapes, from a ram's horo to the wll of a scor-
| plon.  Time has taught us o different lesson.

At the j=esent day the shoe has 1o the com
mon mind st much of its romantic Interest
vet many a clumsy and battered sole eonld (el
n Etory surpassing in pathos the experience of
Cinderelln. Even her fairy slipper conld not
¢omyare in beauty with the delicate prodaets of
the Orient, with their rich embroldery of silver
and go'd, or with the sheeny =atin and Tnstrons
#11k which encase the feet of Paristan beauly.
Do not these fair bat frall memorials teach us
thut the fashion of this world passeth awvay?
Y e, there are sermons in ghoss more pathoetic

than are ntiered in the pulpit, and which he
who runs may read.
Even now the Old World is preaching a

bomily to the New, of which the shoe s the
pregrant text. The “Siruldbrug” civilization of
China—the conntlesa eyeles of tarpld and elfete
Cothiny-=might be aptly symbolized by the shos,
which In that couniry eramps the usefulpess
avd destroys the benuty of the hnman foot. Bat
the land of Confueins is awakening from her
opiate gleep.

Shall we tread him
out with the heel of invidlous diserimination
and Injustice, or crush him beneath the brazen
foor o easte? Our text teaches no such barbar-
ous lesson. It says, Litt bim up, enconrage
him, and gunarantee to honest industry by all
men, white, black, or vellow, Its ressonable
reward.—Appleton's Journatl.
